Who Furnished the Bed Clothes? 
— — and Other New York Stories 


The backstretch employees in New 
York. first set upon by Jimmy Hoffa’s 
Teamsters. now are being given the rush 
by Gov. Nelson Rockefeller’s 3-man Com- 
mission of Inquiry. 

A government inquiry wouldn't be worth 
its salt without a confidential question- 
naire, and the New York body met this 
requirement with an elaborate 3-page job 
for grooms, hot-walkers. exercise 
boys. Employers were presented with 
questionnaires, too, but it was the one 
for the hired help that intrigued us. 

Besides personal data (name. address. 
work status. number in family. the fam- 
ily’s other means of support). the ques- 
tionnaire asked for particulars on work- 
ing hours, earnings, holidays. vacations. 
and medical and_ hospitalization insur- 
ance. It even asked if the employer pro- 
vided a mattress and bed clothing. 

Finally, there were 2 sections. for em- 
ployed and unemployed, in which the 
undersigned was expected to provide the 
date he began working and the date he 
stopped working for each employer this 
year, along with a report of total earn- 
ings, including bonuses. from each job.

In the case of the unemployed. they were 
supposed to know the exact periods of 
employment. the reason for their unem- 
ployment, and whether they received 
“unemployment insurance” or “relief.” 

The commission already had inspected 
facilities and talked with the men at 
Aqueduct and Belmont Park (The Blood- 
Horse of November 11. page 1208). The 
impression gained from these encounters, 
along with statistics taken from the ques- 
tionnaires, will be included in a special 
report to the governor.

The Florida division of the Horsemen’s Benev- 
olent and Protective Association had felt secure 
in the notion that the state racing commission 
would maintain the status quo on Butazolidin.

“great fervor” against use of the medication.

To Mar Tropical Meeting 


By Art Grace 


Miami. Late Tuesday afternoon. 2 
days before Tropical Park was scheduled 
to open the Florida racing season. track 
president Sau! Silberman strode cut of 
the Florida State Racing Commission of- 
fices and headed for his car. He paused 
and said: “What they ought to do is set 
the hearing for January 16 and suspend 
the ban until then. Let them put it into 
effect at Hialeah—that’s the track that 
wants it.” 

In an emergency session an hour earlier 
Silberman, Florida division HBPA presi- 
dent Harold Simmons. HBPA counsel 
Louis Bandel, commission chairman Rob- 
ert Morgan, and commission secretary Bill 
Joe Rood had pleaded with the commis- 
sion to grant the horsemen a hearing and 
to lift its recently imposed ban on Butazoli- 
din until] such time as a hearing could be 
held. 

The commission granted the hearing. 
scheduled for December 1, but refused to 
drop the ban even temporarily. 

Silberman, of course, was deeply con- 
cerned. Although he had strongly opposed 
the Butazoldin ban, it was his race track 
which would suffer most from the com- 
mission ruling. Tropical, Gulfstream, and 
Sunshine opposed the ban. but Hialeah 
favored it. 

The Florida HBPA wasn't accepting 
the ban with what might be called good

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grace. and there was an excellent chance 
that Silberman would not have enough 
horses entered to open his track as sched- 
uled on Thanksgiving Day. As it turned 
out. Silberman did get the gates open— 
but it was a near thing. 


The Way It Began 


The Butazolidin controversy in Florida 
is endlessly entangled and confused. with 
all parties open to criticism for the man- 
ner in which they acted. 

The Florida version of the Butazolidin 
story started at Hialeah 2 years ago. when 
trainer Frank Solimena was suspended 
because his horse No Trump was found 
to have traces of the anti-inflammatory 
compound in a post-race urine test. The 
HBPA sprang to his defense. and Solimena 
was summarily reinstated; there was no 
more testing for Butazolidin. 

Last year the retiring commission decid- 
ed to avoid controversy by not testing for 
Butazolidin in Florida for the season. 

At the last meeting of the National As- 
sociation of State Racing Commissioners. 
in Toronto. only state commission 
voted against a recommendation that Buta- 
zolidin be banned. It was Florida. Ken- 
tucky and Illinois. which permit its use. 
abstained. 

With this background. Simmons and 
the Florida HBPA were lulled into a false

sense of security. 
tend any meetings of the new racing con. 
mission installed in January. 


Simmons did not gy. 


“We do not want to impose our will oy 
the commision. If there is nothing on the 
agenda that concerns the horsemen we 
see no reason why we should attend thes 
meetings.” said counsel Bandel. 

On October 13 there was no mention 9} 
Butazolidin on the commission's agendy, 
But Walter Donovan. Hialeah general 
manager. took a plane from Garden State. 
Park to Miami to attend the meeting, 
When the agenda reached the category oj 
“miscellany. Donovan arose and_ spoke 
with great fervor against the continued 
use of Butazolidin in Florida. His basic 
argument (see The Blood-Horse of Septem: 
ber 24. 1960) remained the same——permis. 
sion of Butazolidin would “open the door” 
to indiscriminate use of drugs. 

With the HBPA representation absent, 
Jemes Donn. chairman of the board of 
Gulfstream. jumped to the horsemen’s de. 
fense. He could not see. he said. why 
there should be a ban on a_ medication 
which relieves pain. 

The commission took action on 
Butazolidin. and it was announced that. 
before any decision was reached. an open 
hearing would be held, to which all inter 
ested parties would be invited. 


Surprise 


In accordance with this announcement. 
Florida director of racing Kenny Noe Jr.. 
dispatched letters to Simmons and _ others 
to the effect that an open hearing on 
Butazolidin would be held. probably about 
November 10. 

On the morning of November 3 Simmons 
was shocked to read in a newspaper that 
the commission had ruled that Butazolidin 
would be banned in Florida. Everyone

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was caught by surprise, and tempers 
flared. 

On November 2, in a special meeting at 
the state capitol in Tallahassee to deal 
with the harness racing muddle at Pom- 
pano Beach, the commission had made 
its ruling on Butazolidin. 

Simmons immediately sent a telegram 
of protest to Morgan, and another to Gov. 
Farris Bryant. He requested a hearing, 
which he felt had been promised to the 
horsemen, so that the HBPA could present 
its arguments. 

Morgan, an honest and amiable man. 
said he would send copies of the wire to 
the 4 other commissioners, to get the 
general feeling. At that time he ex- 
plained the reasons for the commission 
ruling: 

“The experts haven’t been able to make 
up their minds, so how can laymen be 
expected to know for certain how to act 
on this question. At the Toronto meeting 
we have 2 vets on one side of the question 
and 2 vets on the other side. But we do 
know that 23 of 25 states ban Butzolidin, 
and we want Florida to be in step with the 
rest of the nation. 

“Our basic concern is the protection of 
the $2 bettor. It doesn’t seem right to 
us that a trainer can use Butazolidin on 
a horse one day, and he runs good, and 
then he doesn’t use it next time. and he 
runs bad. 

“If Mr. Simmons was so concerned. 
why wasn’t he at any of our meetings? | 
haven't seen him at one since [| became 
racing Commissioner. 

“We were influenced by calls from 
people like Lou Wolfson and Fred Hooper. 
real sportsmen. They opposed Butazolidin 
completely. 

“Last year the commission only had a 
couple of weeks left in office when the 
issue came up and they avoided it. This

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commission is not going to avoid it.” 
As the Tropical meeting drew closer, 
Morgan took no action to call an open 
hearing on Butazolidin, and Simmons 
angrily announced that it was very doubt- 
ful that there would be enough horses 
available for Tropical Park to open. 


Horsemen Balk 


On the Monday night before the Thurs- 
day opening. the HBPA board of directors 
met in emergency session. Simmons re- 
ported that he had canvassed the barn 
area at Tropical, Hialeah. and Gulfstream 
and that 99 per cent of the horsemen he 
had talked with had said they could not 
run without permission to use Butazolidin 
on horses which required it. 

The board of directors voted unanim- 
ously to back the stand of the horsemen. 
“And Irving Gushen (national HBPA 
president) is behind us all the way,” 
Simmons said. 

Gushen wanted to be reasonable, but 
felt that the commission was culpable in 
not having an open hearing before ruling 
on Butazolidin. This was his main con- 
cern. 

On Tuesday morning. when Silberman 
learned of the HBPA action and the inci- 
pient boycott. he arranged a hurried meet- 
ing with the commission and Simmons. 

The commission obviously had girded 
itself{—it would listen. but it would take 
some mounmental argumentation by Sim- 
mons to make them change their minds. 

The colloquy at that meeting accomplish- 
ed very little. When the meeting ended 
the commission. while agreeing to give 
the horsemen the hearing they wanted. 
obviously had not been budged from their 
stand on Butazolidin. 

“To be frank.” said commission secre- 
tary Rood to HBPA counsel Bandel.

When Simmons pointed out that, at the 
1960 NASRC meetings, it was recommend- 
ed that each local commission make up 
its own mind on Butazolidin, Rood asked, 
“Well, what about the most recent meet- 
ing. in Toronto?” 

Simmons said, “I don’t know about 
that.” No one suggested—as they could 
have that the Toronto toxicology report on 
Butazolidin was stacked heavily in favor 
of the opponents of the compound. 

Nor did anyone bring up that at an 
exhaustive and, in all probability, a con- 
clusive test on Butazolidin was being made 
at the University of Pennsylvania School 
of Veterinary Medicine. Until that report 
is completed—probably in January—there 
is no definitive critique on Butazolidin’s 
properties and effects. 

The main commission argument was, as 
expected: “If they don’t have to use it in 
23 of 25 states, why do they have to use 
it in Florida?” 

Bandel’s response: “We don’t care what 
they do in New York and anywhere else. 
All we care about is what is best for 
Florida. In New York they can have 5- 
and 6-horse fields and no one cares. The 
handle is still always $2-million plus. 
They have so many people to draw from. 
But you have 5- and 6-horse fields in 
Flordia. and you'll hear them screaming 
bloody murder when they total up the 
mutuel play.” 

Silberman added: “New York isn’t in 
the United States, anyway. It’s in a world 
of its own. You can do things in New 
York that you can’t do anywhere else in 
the United States—in business in 
horse racing. Maryland? You've got sore 
horses running against sere horses. | 
think racing has declined there.” 

The commission statement after the 
meeting granted a hearing “because the

interviewers after the Marguerite Stakes 
at Pimlico, said. “I just didn’t have the 
horse, and that’s all that needs to be 
said.” 

The nation’s leading jockey. up from 
Florida especially to ride King Ranch’s 
Tamarona, finished fourth in the field of 
6. while James Cox Brady's Upswept 
barreled home by a widening 5 lengths. 

Tamarona went off at 3 to 5 and the 
big show plungers could thank the Pim- 
lico management for the fact that they 
didn't blow a big chunk of money. As in 
the Pimlico Futurity the Saturday before. 
and in the Marguerite Prep on Monday. 
there was no show betting. Tamarona 
looking such a standout after her easy 
win in the Selima Stakes at Laurel. 

Sellers certainly did not have the 
horse. Neither would searecly anyone else 
have had a horse who could last after 
following so closely the murderous pace 
cut out by Christiana Stable’s Rum Bottle 
Bay. On a deep track that was far from 
its best, Rum Bottle Bay went the first 
quarter in :24 and the second in :2344. 
She still was on top after three-quarters 
in 1:1245. as fast as any horse had run 
the distance at the meeting. 

Upswept and jockey Braulio Baeza, in 
last place until the five-sixteenths-pole. 
easily swept past the tiring leaders. and 
Four Way Ranch’s Dulaturee, coming up 
from fifth place, beat Rum Bottle Bay 
by a half-length. Tamarona was another

half-length farther back in fourth place. 

“I know they must come back to me,” 
said Baeza. “It look like I am a sixteenth 
of a mile behind on the backstretch, but 
I know they going too fast. When I 
asked her to run, she really go, and was 
still going strong at the end.” 

The fourth quarter was run in :27%5. 


Pimlico’s Lou Pondfield rented a helicopter and had it flown over the turf 
course in an effort to dry the strip for the Dixie, but it didn’t help much. 
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Rum Bottle Bay leading at the start of it 
and Upswept at the conclusion, demon- 
strating how much the early speed had 
taken out of the leaders. But there is no 
detracting from Upswept’s race; she'd 
have been a match for Tamarona_ no 
matter what kind of pace there had 
been. An elated Bobby Dotter. who ship- 
ped her to Pimlico with a record that 
showed a victory over maidens in 6 pre- 
vious starts. said he was undecided 
whether to ship to Hialeah or to winter 
her at Columbia. S. C. 

“There’s only one race (the 6-furlong 
Jasmine) at Hialeah, so Tl talk it over 
with Mr. Brady. I thought we had a 
chance when she worked real good over 
the track earlier this week. The boy rode 
her perfectly. He just waited until they 
all stopped. and didn’t move too soon.” 

No one knows what instructions Sellers 
had received from Max Hirsch, but he 
probably was told not to let Rum Bottle 
Bay get too far away. In the Prep. on a 
sloppy track. Rum Bottle Bay had sprint- 
ed right out to the lead. maintaining 3 
lengths all the way around. Sheridan 
Mellon. the King Ranch apprentice. had 
ridden Tamarona in that one. 


The Jumps Woke Him Up 


On Thanksgiving Day. the 114-mile Dixie 
Handicap. over the grass. capped the stead- 
ily rising fortunes of Mrs. Henry Obre’s 
Hunter's Rock. a 3-year-old brought to the 
race in peak condition by trainer Kenny 
Field. Hunter’s Rock won by a length over 
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last year’s Dixie winner, Shield Bearer. Art 
Market. consistently close all year, failed 
again, and was third, just in front of the 
longshot Sunshine Cake. and the favored 
Bronze Babu was fifth. 

Frank Lovato kept Hunter’s Rock well 
off the bunched leaders for a mile. and 
after that it was obvious that it would be 
Hunter's Rock. Looping the field. the 
*Hunters Moon IV gelding was going 
away at the finish. 

The race was run without T. V. Lark. 
despite an all-out effort to get owner 
Preston Madden to ship the Washington. 
D. International winner from Aque- 
duct. 

“I'm going to take a chance that Aque- 
duct will be fast on Saturday (for the 
Display Handicap).” said Madden over 
the phone from Kentucky on Tuesday. “If 
you could assure me that your grass 
course will be fast on Thursday, VIL ship 
him to Pimlico right away. But of course. 
you can’t guarantee anything.” 

Pimlico executive director Louis Pond- 
field rented a helicopter, had it flown 
around the course just off the ground. 
and hoped that its whirling blades would 
blow enough air on the grass to dry up 
the moisture left by a half-inch snow on 
the preceding Monday. 

Madden elected to leave T. V. Lark in 
New York, where he was scratched be- 
cause of an off track, and the Dixie was 
run in 2:3615. 10 full seconds slower than 
T. V. Lark’s Laurel victory over Kelso. 

Hunter’s Rock was purchased by Mrs. 
Obre for $25.000 last spring from trainer 
Charles R. Lewis. The Baltimore sports- 


Thirty (middle). 
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woman already owned the 3-year-old’s 
full brother, the 5-year-old Moon Rock. 
She and Field decided to convert the 
younger horse into a jumper. like his 
older brother. and he proved to be a 
gangbuster over the hurdles. At Monmouth 
Park and other hurdle points last) sum- 
mer. he seemed to be a first-rate hurdle 
horse. Field) shipped him to Saratoga. 
ran him on the turf, and he upset a field 
of good allowance runners. 

“Running him over the jumps woke 
him up.” Field said. “That'll happen some- 
times. He didn’t seem to have any interest 
in running before we tried the hurdles, 
but that experiment certainly paid off.” 

Immediately after the Dixie. Field said 
that Hunter’s Rock would spend the win- 
ter on the farm. But a day or two later, 
he said he was seriously considering a 
California campaign.

NEW YORK

New York. Peter Fuller hoped that 
Hillsborough’s triumph in the 2-mile Dis- 
play Handicap at Aqueduct was a good 
omen. 

Fuller is also owner and manager of 
Tom MeNeeley, a handsome. blond. rough 
house pugilist who will fight Floyd Patter- 
son for the world’s heavyweight champion- 
ship in Toronto on December 4. 

“LT hope the winning habit rubs onto my 
fighter.” Fuller said. “Everything is going 
fine. and we've been underdogs before. 


But I'm not worried. My fighter is train- 
ing diligently, and he is in real good 


shape. He'll give it all he’s got—like 
Hillsborough. It’s a big assignment.” 
Fuller (Harvard, class of °48)  pur- 


chased the Display winner from Calumet 
Farm on June 14 for about $40,000. The 
colt had failed to win at 2 for Calumet, 
but early last year in Florida he won 2 
races. and when the stable moved to 
Keeneland trainer Jimmy Jones apparent- 
ly was pointing the stretch-running son 
of Ponder toward the Kentucky Derby. 
Hillsborough was second to Weatherwise 
and unplaced to Tompion at Keeneland. 
and he was unplaced in the Derby Trial 
at} Churchill Downs. He skipped the 
Derby and was sent to Chicago, where he 
finished third in the 1960 Sheridan 
Handicap. his only stakes placing before 
he became Fuller’s property. 

For his new owner, the colt had made 
5 added-money attempts before the Dis- 
play. finishing second in the Stymie and 
Gallant Fox Handicaps and the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup. Including the Display 
check of $36,010. Hillsborough has now 
earned $97,805 for Fuller. 

Fuller wishes that boxing had been as 
profitable. “I’m $25,000 in the hole since 
I bought McNeeley’s contract 3 years ago.” 
he said. 

Fuller. 38. is a ruggedly handsome 
man, and a fighter in his own right. As 
an amateur heavyweight he won 50 of 55 
fights. 30 by knock-outs. He quit fighi- 
ing 9 years ago. The small cauliflower on 
his right ear was earned wrestling at Har- 
vard.

Earlier this season she had won the Goose Girl Stakes and placed in 4 other stakes in California. 
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Fuller owns the oldest and second- 
largest Cadillac agency in America. 

He didn’t see much difference in train- 
ing fighters and race horses. “Both have 
to be worked into condition. And the way 
my trainer (Ed Neloy) got Hillsborough 
ready and sharp, maybe I ought to get 
him to train McNeeley.” 

The Boston sportsman has 20  brood- 
mares on a farm in New Hampshire. He 
bought Hillsborough because he liked the 
bloodlines—Ponder, a Kentucky Derby 
winner, and the Bull Lea mare Good 
Blood, dam of Barbizon. 

Fuller added “My fighter. McNeeley. 
is a descendant of John L. Sullivan, who 
was a helluva fighting Irishman.” 

In the Turf and Field Club after the 
race, Fuller was greeted by NYRA presi- 
dent Ed Dickinson, Alec Robb, and T. V. 
Lark’s owner, Preston Madden. T. V. 
Lark had been scratched from the Display 
because of a muddy track. 

“Ponder this,’ Madden said to Fuller. 
“How about a match race for $50.0007 
We each put up $25,000, winner take all.” 

“That would be a good idea.” Fuller 
answered. “But your horse beat Kelso. 
and mine didn’t, so yours should carry 
140 pounds and my horse 106. And while 
we're at it, let’s throw in a little wrestling 
match on the side between you and me.” 

Madden is a tall, handsome man, but 
he had had enough of wrestling in college. 
He smiled, and said, “How about a horse 
race on the side, with both of us riding?” 

“Nope.” Fuller said. 

Madden said his horse would race in 
California, and Fuller said his would 
race in Florida. 

The Display, which drew only 5 horses. 
was not much of a _ contest. Humane 
Leader set the pace, but tired in the 
stretch. Polylad, winner of the Gallant 
Fox, lacked the kick he displayed in that 
race, and could not match Hillsborough’s 
charge. The margin was 6 lengths. The 
time was 3:2944. 

Attendance was 45,035. and betting 
reached $4,176,929. 


“It Warmed Her Up Good” 


Oil Royalty, a 3-year-old Greek Song 
filly, won the Firenze Stakes. her second 
added-money victory of the year. The 
odds-on Primonetta finished sixth. 

Oil Royalty, owned by Max Gluck, paid 
$32.80. She was ridden by the veteran 
Hedley Woodhouse. Frimanaha was _ sec- 
ond and Seven Thirty third. 

Primonetta’s jockey, Manuel Yeaza. 
said his horse “broke well but could not 
handle the track. She just had no excuse. 
She just didn’t want to run after the 
three-quarter-pole.” 

Woodhouse, one of the smartest riders 
in New York, rated his horse perfectly. 
“We were in striking distance all the 
way,” he said. “Everything stopped in 
front of me in the stretch, and I had to 
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take out. Once I got around Seven Thirty. 
she really ran.” 

Trainer Walter Kelly positively glowed. 
“Gosh. she’s a nice horse.” said. 
“You don't figure to beat Primonetta. But 
the way these boys handicap here, they 
put them pretty close (Oil Royalty had 
carried 109 pounds. Primonetta 123).” 

Oil Royalty was bred at Gluck’s Elmen- 
dorf Farm. Lexington. Kelly said. “Every- 
thing from that family gets winners. But 
we lost the dam (Oil Princess) last year. 
However. she’s got a yearling filly and a 
2-year-old filly by Prince John.” 

Earlier this season Oil Royalty had won 
the Goose Girl Stakes and placed in 4 
other stakes in California. Of her Firenze 
victory Kelly said. “It warmed her up 
good.” and that Woodhouse fitted her 
perfectly. 

Oil Royalty now embarks for California 
for the rich filly-and-mare stakes at Santa 
Anita Park.

Sweet Smiles 


Detroit. For the first time in 10 years 
officials of Michigan’s 2 Thoroughbred 
tracks have greeted the announcement of 
racing dates with smiles instead of gripes. 

After perennial clashes with former 
racing commissioner James H. Inglis on 
the ever-changing dates, both the Detroit 
Race Course and Hazel Park expressed 
their complete satisfaction with a 138-day 
season devised by Edgar Hayes. the state’s 
new racing commissioner. 

Hayes. tackling the date schedule for the 
first time since succeeding Inglis in mid- 
summer. approved a pair of 69-day meet- 
ings for 1962. This will give Michigan its 
longest Thoroughbred season since pari- 
mutuel racing was revived here in 1933. 

In awarding 12 more days than Inglis 
had for 1961. Hayes started the season a 
week earlier and another week to the end 
of the schedule. The DRC and Hazel Park 
shared 126 days equaly in 1961. 

Opening day will be Saturday. May 12. 
at the DRC. and the season will close 
there on Tuesday. July 31. 

The usual 3- or 4-day interval between 
meetings. so cherished by Inglis. was cut 
to a day. Wednesday. August 1. On 
Thursday the season will open at Hazel 
Park. continuing through Saturday. Oc- 
tober 20. 

Horsemen in particular had objected to 
the inactivity between meetings. Inglis 
argued that the public needed “a breath- 
er.” and that the interlude gave visiting 
horsemen a chance to see the sights in 
Michigan’s “Water Wonderland.” 

Hayes explained that his extension of 
the season was “an experimental arrange-

he could find on horse racing. bought 
Song Master for $75 at an auction of 
jumping horses. The 4-year-old gelding. 
by Balladier. had been something of an 
“outlaw.” He had refused to train. and 
his owners had tried to make a jumper 
of him, but without much success. Then 
a fire broke out in a barn. and the horse 
inhaled a lot of smoke. The 
decided to sell the horse. 

“He was a sickly looking animal.” John- 
son said. “I always wanted to be a trainer. 
so I decided here was my chance. | had no 
trouble getting a license in the Midwest. 
and before long | won a few races at 
Hawthorne with the horse.” 

Johnson made the rounds of the half- 
milers for 3 years with 1 or 2 horses of 
his own and sometimes another for a client. 
“It was rough.” he said. “I had to pony 
horses mornings, besides training my own. 
to make ends meet. 

“T remember patching up cripples as a 
daily ritual. They were valued between 
$300 and $500. and the purse to the win- 
ner was never more than $425. I used to 
claim or buy horses cheap that had a 
little touch of class: then I'd win 1 or 2 
races by placing them in the right spot. 
Then. as I started to winners, | 
gradually picked up new owners. I really 
started to click in 1946.”

The handsome. gray-haired conditioner 
said. “I'm a very light trainer. I like to 
run my cheaper horses often. because it’s 
safer than training. You win a lot of 
races by this method. 

“T place horses where they belong. and 


I don’t raise them in value when they win, 
It’s a life-and-death struggle for some 
horses to win for $5,000. so why raise 
him in class? 

“Then, I get the best available jockey. 
The man I like most here is Don Pierce. 
I like his style. He doesn’t over-whip q 
horse. and he knows where he is at all 
times.” 

Last year Johnson trained 2 of the top 
horses in the Midwest. Indian Maid and 


Heroshogala. 
Johnson feeds horses different from 


most other trainers. He feeds 4 times 
day—grain in small portions at 3 am. 
10 am.. 4 p.m.. and 10 p.m. (Smaller 
feedings of grain encourage the horse to 
eat more hay. which is what Johnson wants 
him to do.) At the 10 p.m. feeding. the 
fare is a mash of oats. bran. salt. and 
gelatin. The trainer contends that gelatin 
encourages firmer hoof growth. 

It is Johnson’s theory that race tracks 
are not as responsible for breaking down 
horses as many trainers contend. “I think 
it is breeding unsound mares to  un- 
sound sires.” He also blames improper 
care of the feet. and the fact that horses 
are not reshod often enough.

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year-old Harold (Buddy) Jacobson, who 
had claimed 30 horses. Mario Padovani 
was a close second. 

Claiming horses sometimes leads to 
retaliatory measures. but Jacobson said. 
“T don’t start wars. I don’t claim from 
anyone until they claim from me, and | 
would not claim a horse if he is stabled 
next to me. I don’t think that is ethical.” 

Jacobson said he had lost as many 
horses as he had claimed. “Funny thing. 
at this meeting I lost 3 horses I claimed 
a week after I got them. But I didn’t 
mind. I had to race each horse 25 per 
cent above his value. and one horse placed 
second and one third. So [ realized a 
tidy profit of $5.500 on the deal.” 

Jacobson. who maintains a profit-making 
stable of about 20 horses. got his start 
with Gene Jacobs 10 years ago, and since 
striking out on his own he seldom has 


finished a campaign lower than 10th 
among the leading trainers. 
The young man has his theories. “With 


a large stable. one must avoid running 
many entries. You must try to claim 
horses not of the same caliber. You've 
got to claim all kinds of stock—2-year-olds. 
3-year-olds. 4-year-olds. distance horses. 
and even jumpers. In doing that you've 
got a lot of starters. This gives a trainer 
a better opportunity to win races.” 

He admits that claiming is repugnant 
to some horsemen. “But my owners and 
I find it most exciting. It is a great 
challenge. 

“ve claimed some bad ones. and I’ve 
claimed some good ones. You never 
claim a horse with the feeling you're going 
to improve him. I just hope I can do as 
good as the previous trainer.”

The Showdown 


Now it was Wednesday morning. and 
test of strength was at hand. 

Simmons. arriving at Tropical. said that 
he didn’t think there would be enough 
horses available to run. At noon he amend- 
ed his comment slightly: “They may have 
enough to run, but the fields will be 
mighty short. and so will the handle.” 

Racing secretary Tommy Engelman re- 
mained calm.

The entries came through the box in 
dribbles. Only the second substitute race. 
a 6-furlong sprint for $3.500 claimers. 
drew a full field—12 horses with 9 inter- 
ests. “This should have drawn 50 horses 
under ordinary circumstances.” Engleman 
said. 

By noon, only 5 horses were entered 


in the $10.000-added Hurricane Handi- 


cap. 


The majority of horsemen opposed the 
ban, and they seemed to be saying, “If 
the others don’t enter, I won't either.” 

Jimmy Plett, a member of the board 
of directors of the HBPA. walked around 
in front of the secretary's office with a 
raft of entries in his possession. waiting 
to see what would happen. 

The entry box finally was closed off at 
4:20 p. m.. and Engelman announced that 
83 horses had been entered—enough for 
a 9-race card with short fields. 

It had not been until 3:30 that Silber- 
man was able to announce. flatly that 
Tropical Park would open as scheduled. 
The races were drawn. finally. and_ the 
weary newspapermen started making se- 
lections. 

Then. at 4:45. Plett suddenly walked 
into the secretary’s office and dropped 
91 entries on the table. The races all 
were redrawn—now with full fields. 


HBPA Relents 


Plett’s actions followed a phone conver- 
sation between Gushen and Simmons. 
Gushen obviously had advised Simmons 
to co-operate—at least. through the first 
3 racing days. Tropical’s first day. Thurs- 
day. and the next 2 racing days. Satur- 
day and the following Wednesday. were 
for charity. Gushen realized it was hardly 
good public relations to boycott charity 
days. 


“I do institutions 
which benefit from 3 days 
should suffer.” Gushen said. “Now that 
the horsemen have been granted a hear. 
ing I feel that we have a chance. 

“We are still unhappy about being 
promised a hearing and then having it 
canceled before a decision on Butazolidin 
was made. But I also feel that when this 
December 1 meeting is held the horsemen 
will be able to present such a preponder. 
ance of evidence against the ban on Buta. 
zolidin that the commission will have no 
other course than to lift the ban.” 

On Thursday. November 23. Gough W, 
Thompson. president of the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association, put his 
organization on record against any at. 
tempt by horsemen to “strike” the Trop. 
ical meeting. Said Thompson:

“I strongly urge all of our members 
who have horses ready to race at Tropical 
Park to enter them regardless of any 
pressure applied by the leaders of the 
irresponsible group which represents itself 
as speaking for the horsemen and. by im- 
plication, for most owners.”

RUSSIA 
Fighting Don Colt Prominent 


The decisive races leading up to the 
selection of the USSR representatives in 
the 1961 International at Laurel were the 
Marshal Budenny Prize at Moscow on 
October 10 and the Sravnenia Prize at 
Lvov on October 22. Zabeg defeated Irtish 
by a head in the Moscow race, with Za- 
dorny third and the 3-year-old Registrator 
fourth and last. At Lvov the 2 leading 
4-year-olds ran in separate races. Irtish 
ran 114 miles in 2:31.2 to win by about 
15 lengths. Zabeg was permitted to make 
his final trial in the Leningrad Prize, 
whose official runners were limited to the 
3-year-old division. He ran the 2.400 
meters in 2:28.6 to finish ahead of Kheres, 
the official winner. 

The program of October 10 included 
the last of the season’s principal races at 
the Moscow hippodrome. The 1.600-meter 
Great Autumn Prize for 2-year-olds fell 
to Antrakt. a colt by Raufbold—Arkadia, 
by Agregat.

The most popular horse barn on 
central Kentucky breeding farms 
is a conventional, post-frame wood- 
en structure with a row of stalls 
along each side of a central hall- 
way and overhead storage for hay 
and bedding. This time-tested type 
is the choice of Charles A. Asbury, 
who with his son Thomas H. As- 
bury owns and operates the 874- 
acre Hedgewood Farm on _ the 
Briar Hill Pike, near Lexington. A 
past president of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America and a direc- 
tor of the Keeneland Association 
and the Breeders’ Sales Company, 
Asbury for many years has been 
a consignor to the yearling auc- 
tions, and he boards horses belong- 
ing to Mrs. Edward S. Moore, 
Brandywine Stable, Clearwater 
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Stable, W. J. Hirsch, Mrs. Mar- 
ion O’Connor, Landon Knight, 
Dan Metcalf, and others. 

“Over a period of more than 20 
vears I remodeled tobacco barns,

and built 2 new horse barns, until 
we had 91 stalls in 1957,” Asbury 
said. “But in 1947 or ’48 we had 
bought an adjoining tract of 275 
ecres, and it was to make use of 
this fresh land that in 1958 I de- 
cided to build another barn.” 


Asked if he had considered some 
other plan of construction, or per- 
haps the use of different materials, 
Asbury said, “I don’t suppose that 
I made any study of it, but I knew 
what I wanted because of my ex- 
perience with the barns we had. I 
was completely satisfied with the 
general plan and the use of wood, 
end through observation, and be- 
cause of a few mistekes in con- 
struction over the years, I’d de- 
veloped a clear idea of the best 
dimensions for a barn suited to our 
purposes.”

oy, Central Kentucky’s most popular type of barn has a double row of stalls and lofts for storage of feed and bedding. 
| 


Constructed in 1958, the As- 
burys’ newest barn is 98 feet long, 
40 feet wide, and 16 feet to the 
eaves. Built on an outer founda- 
tion wall and inner piers of poured 
concrete, it is constructed of wood. 
On the outside it is painted black 
end trimmed in white. The roof is 
covered with galvanized iron, and 
it is equipped with gutters and 
lightning rods. There are 6 stalls 
end a feed room on one side of a 
black-topped 16-foot hallway and 
7 stalls on the other side. The stall 
fronts are painted white. Each stall 
has a sliding door, opening on the 
hallway, and an outside hinged 
door and a window. A loft runs the 
length of the barn above each row 
of stalls. 

The labor of construction was 
provided, at a cost of $2,375, by 
Howard White, a Negro contractor 
from nearby Price Town, whom 
Asbury describes as “‘the best car- 
renter you ever saw.” Lumber and 
hardware were bought from the 
Pen P. Eubank Lumber Company 
at a total cost of $4,840.96. De- 
livered ready-mixed concrete cost

$384, and the totel expense of 
black-topping the hallway was 
$492. Wiring the barn cost $74.56, 
the guttering cost $100, and the 
lightning rods cost $210. Paint and 
the labor for painting cost $200, 
and $32 worth of clay was used to 
fill the stalls. The total cost was 
$8,708.52. 

The outer foundation walls are 
6 inches wide, with a footing 16 


inches wide and 10 inches thick. 
(Asbury could not recall if rein- 
forcing iron rods were used, but 
professional advice is that 2 half- 
inch rods should be used to rein- 
force such a footing). The walls 
reach from 2 feet below the undis- 
turbed natural level of the site to 
a few inches above ground. The 
piers which support the inside barn 
posts are 6 inches square above 


The Asbury barn has 6 stalls and a feed room on one side of a 16-foot hallway, 7 stalls on the other side. 
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ground and they extend downward 
2 feet. 

Each side of the barn is given 
strength and rigidity by the use 
of 8 14-feet 6x6 posts. These posts, 
spaced 14 feet apart, are toe-nailed 
at the bottom to a 2x6 sill bolted 
to the top of the foundation wall. 
Eight feet above the sill they are 
connected by 3x4 girders (which 
support the outer ends of the loft 
joists), and at the top they are 
secured by a 2x12 plate (which 
helps to support the rafters). 

Twelve feet from each side wall 
is a line of 8 5x6 posts, standing 
24 feet high. These posts, too, are 
14 feet apart. The corner posts 
rest on the foundation wall, and 
the others are fixed to concrete 
piers by strap irons embedded in 
the concrete. The inner posts are 
connected 8 feet above the ground 
by 4x8 girders (which support the 
inner ends of the loft joists) and 
at the top by 2x6 box purlins 
(which support the rafters be- 
tween the plate and the ridge). 
The outer barn posts are connect- 


ed to the inner posts 8 feet above 
the ground by a 2x6 girder, and 
et the top by a 2x8 box plate. The 
double lines of inner posts are con- 
nected to each other 12 feet above 
ground by 4 2x6 horizontal braces 
spaced 4 feet apart and 2x6 X 
braces. 

The gable roof has 2 sets of 2x6 
rafters, equal in length and pitch 
and set 214 feet apart on center, 
meeting at the ridge directly over 
the center of the barn. The sheet- 
ing is 1x4 rough pine, set 8 inches 
apart on center, and to it is fasten- 
ed 57 squares of .28 gauge 5 V 
galvanized iron roofing (which 
now costs about $11 per square), 
fastened by lead-headed nails. 

The barn walls are 1x10 dressed 
fir boxing, and the outside stall 
doors are made of the same lum- 
ber. These doors, which are 3814 
inches wide and 7 feet-4 inches 
high, have a double purpose. “I 
once had several horses burned to 
death because we couldn’t get them 
out of the barn,” Asbury said. 
“But these small docrs would make 


it possible, and besides they are 
left open to provide ventilation 
during the hot weather when the 
horses are kept up during most of 
the day.” 

The stall windows, with wooden 
sashes, are 2614 inches high and 
271% inches wide. They slide open 
and are protected from the horses 
by quarter-inch hardware cloth, 
The casings and drip caps are 
made of wood, painted white. 

On each side of the barn, at the 
loft floor level, is a 4-foot square 
door, opening outward on strap 
hinges, which can be used to fill 
the lofts from the outside. 

A pair of sliding doors covers 


the 12-by-16-foot openings at each | 
end of the barn. Built of one-inch 
116 drop siding and battened on —

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doors on the inside fit against a 
9.inch angle iron, set in the 2-foot 
wide poured concrete threshold. 
Two pieces of iron set in the center 
of each threshold secure the doors 
at the bottom. 

Thirteen of the stalls are 14 
feet wide and 12 feet deep. The 
other stall was made 8 feet wide 
and 12 feet deep to allow room for 
a 6-by-12-foot feed room. The feed 
room, on a 4-inch concrete slab 
floor, is located in one corner of 
the barn. In the loft above the feed 
room there is a gravity-flow oat 
bin. 

The front of the stalls facing 
the hallway is solid one-inch 116 
drop siding, extending 4814 inches 
up from the floor. The top portion 
is made of dressed oak—4-inch 
slats, 41 inches long, and set about 
3 inches apart. The girders and 
loft joists are covered by hori- 
zontal boards of dressed pine. It 
is 8 feet 8 inches from the ground 
to the loft floor. 

Made of dressed one-inch oak, 
the sliding stall doors are 501, 
inches wide and 7 feet-4 inches 
high. Corresponding to the front 
stall walls, the lower 481% inches 
of each door is solid and the upper 
half is slatted. Suspended from 
hangers riding in metal tracks, the 
doors are fastened closed by the 
use of harness snaps and screw 
eyes, and they are secured at the 
bottom by wooden stays and metal 
stay rollers. 

Partitions between the stalls ar? 
made of 1x12 rough oak, from the 
stall floors to the loft. The lower 
4 feet of each of these walls is 
strengthened by horizontal 12-foot 
boards of 2-inch rough oak in ran- 
dom widths. In the center of each 
partition, 4 feet above the stall 
floors, is an 8-by-16-inch metal 
grill, which permits horses in ad- 
joining stalls to see each other. The 
inside of the solid front walls of 
the stalls is lined with 2-inch rough 
oak, placed vertically, and the 
lower 4-feet of the outer walls is 
lined with the same lumber, placed 
horizontally.

The outer 
door is solid, while the slated inner 
door is made of 1-by-4-inch rough 
oak, 3814 inches wide and 7-feet-2- 
inches high, hung on strap hinges. 
Each stall has an oak manger in a 
front corner and a simple hay rack, 
rough oak slats 2 feet off the 
floor, in a rear corner. 

The 2-by-8-inch loft joists which 
rest on overhead girders at the 
front and rear of the stalls are set 
2 feet apart, on center. Bridging 
(diagonal members nailed between 
joists) bisects the joists, helping 
to distribute loads and to stiffen 
the joist structure. 

The loft floor is made of 1-by-6 
tongue-and-groove pine. Three 
ladders fixed to the front of the 
stalls on each side of the hallway, 
provide access to the lofts. Made 
by 2-by-4’s with steps of 1-3 slats, 
the ladders are 18 inches wide. 

The hallway floor has a concrete 
border, 12 inches wide and 4 inch- 
es thick, along the front of each 
line of stalls, and the rest of the 
floor area is black-topped.

Research Talks 
Scheduled at U. K. 


A symposium equine research, 
scheduled for the afternoon of Monday.

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Education of a Racing Commissioner 


In the wonderful world of horse racing, 
the side effects of drugs sometimes are 
less noticeable in the reactions of the 
animal under treatment than in the logic 
of the men who sit in judgment. In emu- 
lation of Alice, a racing commissioner 
must pass through the looking glass into 
a wonderland where the True Principles 
of Logis are unfettered by the Illusions 
of Cold Reality. 


In the following educational seance the 
New Commissioner plays the part of Alice. 
The Old Commissioner plays the part of 
the Old Commissioner. We tune in after 
the first half-hour of indoctrination. 


OC .... Drugs must be prohibited for 
race horses, not only because people con- 
fuse drugs with dope or narcotics. but 
because drugs affect the performance of 
the horse. 

NC. Do all drugs affect performance? 

OC. Yes, that’s what the chemists tell 
us. 

NC. Then all drugs are prohibited? 

OC. No. Coagulants are permitted. be- 
cause they only allow a horse to achieve 
his normal level of performance. 

NC. That’s an anti-bleeding drug. of 
course. How about  anti-inflammatory 
drugs? I understand they're forbidden. 
Why? 

OC. Because they allow a_ horse to 
rise above his normal level of perform- 
ance. 

NC. What is the normal level of per- 
formance? 

OC. It’s how fast a horse can run with- 
out benefit of drugs. 

NC. Then why are 
mitted ? 

OC. Normal fer a bleeder is how fast he 
can run without bleeding. Normal for a 
horse with any other ailment is how 
fast he can run without treatment. Un- 
derstand? 

NC. Not yet, but PH catch on.

OC. Another reason for prohibiting 
anti-inflammatory drugs is to prevent 
horses from running hot and cold. 

NC. If a horse bleeds. is he running 
cold? 

OC. (Missed the question; had his hear- 
ing aid turned off.) And besides that. if 
you permit use of one of these drugs, it’s 
like letting down the floodgates. You'd 
have to permit hundreds. You’d never 
know where to stop. 

NC. But youre already permitting one 
drug. Have you let down the floodgates? 

OC. Look. you have to hold the line 
somewhere. 

NC. Then it takes 2 drugs to let down 
the floodgates? 

OC. Precisely. 

NC. All right. Normal for a bleeder is 
what he can do with medication. Normal 
for a horse with arthritis is what he can 
do without medication. Pardon me_ for 
being slow. but I still don’t get the differ- 
ence. How do you distinguish between 
one drug and another? 

OC. We have a Racing Chemistry Re- 
search Center at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania to determine the effects of drugs 
on horses. Work there proved. for in- 
stance, that 80 grams of phenylbutazone 
in less than 13 days would kill a horse. 

NC. How much coagulant does it take 
to kill a horse? 

OC. We don’t know. and it doesn’t mat- 
ter, since we're going to permit it any- 
way. In normal therapeutic doses it seems 
to be safe. 

NC. I see. Phenylbutazone in’ normal 
therapeutic doses is not safe? 

OC. Maybe it’s safe enough. But people 
seem to think of it as dope. We can’t af- 
ford to have newspapers saying. ‘Doped 
horse wins race.” 

NC. Nobody thinks of a coagulant as a 
dope? 

OC. Well. the newspapers don’t pay any 
attention to it. 

NC. Why not? 


OC. Because we permit it to be used. 


NC. Why do they 


phenylbutazone? 


pay attention to 

OC. Because we don’t permit it. 

NC. And we prohibit its use because 
the newspapers pay attention to it. Very 
good, very good, indeed. Now, is the Re. 
search Center working on other drugs? 

OC. Yes. indeed. a whole new batch 
of them. I forget the names. 

NC. Are they going to find out how 
much of each one it takes to kill a horse? 

OC. They find out whether they affect 
the performance of a horse. 

NC. But you said all drugs affected per- 
formance. 

OC. That’s right. 

NC. And we're going to prohibit the 
use of them, in any case, because they 
allow a horse to improve on his normal 
level of performance. because we can’t 
have horses running hot and cold. be- 
cause we can't let down the floodgates, 
and because the newspapers pay attention 
when we prohibit them. 

OC. That’s right. You're catching on 
fast. 

NC. Then why do we have to pay some- 
body to do research, if we’re going to ban 
them anyway? 

OC. To give us a scientific basis for 
banning them. We can’t allow anything 
that might stimulate a horse. 

NC. The scientific basis for banning 
phenylbutazone is that it might stimulate 
a horse? In massive doses it can kill a 
horse—that makes it a stimulant? 

OC. Not necessarily. But certainly it’s 
a pain reliever. You have to admit that 
a dead horse feels no pain. 

NC. Of course. | hadn’t thought of that. 
And the horse that bleeds doesn’t feel any 
pain. I suppose. The coagulant is not 
a pain reliever. because there is no pain 
to relieve. Is that it? 

OC. That’s it. (Aside. Maybe that’s it.) 

NC. Well, thanks. Mr. Commissioner. I 
understand everything now. 

OC. You do? In that case. would you 
mind explaining it to me next time?
